Grimly, history repeated itself this year. 
It 
ran the pattern of 1966 when the Machinists be­ 
gan negotiating with the nation’s biggest airlines. 
Your columnist Victor Riesel warned again and 
again that the virtually unknown International 
Assn. of Machinists’ president Roy Siemiller 
was one of the nation’s most militant labor 
chiefs and meant what he said. 
Furtherm ore, 
Riesel pinpointed the exact date of the strike 
on the airlines. 
In the spring, he warned the 
stoppage would come right after the 
Fourth of 
July. It did. And it made history. 
In January 1967, the same million-member IAM 
began negotiating with the railroads. 
Again 
Riesel predicted an actual strike. 
In April, he 
warned that on the basis of exclusive interviews 
with Siemiller as far back as December 1966 
there would be a rail stoppage which would hit 
not only military transport but millions of com­ 
m uters seeking to get to their jobs. 
“ Commuter trains funneling into hundreds of 
major cities from Jam aica Bay to San Francisco 
Bay also will be paralyzed,” Riesel reported. 
“ Suburbia take notice.” 
Then Riesel quoted Siemiller as saying: 
“ Let’s face it. 
There will be a strike unless 
we get the settlement we seek from the lines. 
We have the right to strike and we will until 
it becomes illegal. 
That will take a new law. 
We’ll fight it . . .” 
Thus your columnist Victor Riesel has been ahead 
on major strikes not only on the rails and in the 
air, but as his recent analyses show, on such 
stoppages as those which have hit the rubber 
and copper installations and a score of defense 
plants critical to the war effort. 
* * *

present day abuses of big government. 
It is ridiculous to depend on the federal govern- 
government for every need and to look always 
to the faraway striped pants boys on the faraway 
Potomac to provide the answer to every community 
and state need.
